Admits Taking $2,900; 
Calls Workji^ame'

NEW YORK, Nov.^ja^dmitting 
he had accep^cLab out ,1;2.900 fi^ m 
Nazi agen ts, rl^erto LanasVahp- 
charged wlLli jelling Uui/Sfn- 
ih^t secrets to Germany, said yes- 
terday, "I was playing a game to 
get money.'’ 

The 35-year-old Colombian, who 
had been a language translator for 
the Office of Co-ordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs, denied he had 
intended to harm the United States, 
saying, “I never intended to give 
them any real information.” 

The defendant testified that the 
only information he had sent Nazi 
agents was obtained from a Pan- 
American Union publication. Writ- 
ten in invisible ink on the back of 
an innocent- appearing personal let- 
ter, it was intercepted by the British 
In Bermuda. 

Lanas said another invisible ink 
letter written in the presence of 
Miss Audrey Roncovieri, also a na- 
tive of Colombia and a former 
WAAC lieutenant, asking for $400 
to pay an aide was another ruse to 
obtain money. He added that he 
received the money but had not 
given it to Miss Roncovieri. 
•..Earlier she had testified that 
Lanas offered her a job for $400 to 
$500 a month to deliver letters. She 
said that the offer “made it clear to 
jne in every way, except telling me, 
sp that I understood it was to be 
work for the German government.” 

Lanas, who said he had known 
Miss Roncovieri for four months, 
first was‘ questioned last August by 
the FBI on his relations with the 
Nazis. 

. Federal Judge Murray Hulbert, 
woh denied defense motions to dis- 
miss the charges, adjourned the 
trial until Monday.
